It. so hap- 
pened that I was appointed the first Corporation 
Attorney, which was the first office I ever held in 
this State. Although the emoluments were small. 
I well remember that they ere 
as have 
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terms of the Circuit Court in Cd 
made it the duty of Judge Young 
Circuit to hold the court here, of which Col. R. 
J. Hamilton was the clerk, yet no case of a civil 
or criminal nature had arisen to de placed upon 
his docket till more than two weeks after my 
arrival, and the Judge having been informed by 
the clerk of this fact had not appeared to open 
the court. 

Received His First Fee. 


The first case that was ever entered upon the 
docket of the Circuit Court of this county was a 
criminal case, and the first fee I ever received was 
for prosecuting a thief who had stolen $36 of Bellows 
Falls money from a Mr. Hatch, who employed me 
to prosecute him and recover the money, which I 
did. I received $10 for this service, the first fee I 
ever received in this State, and I never received a 
fee with more satisfaction, for it just paid my 
two weeks’ board up to that time—to have paid 
otherwise which would have exhausted my funds. 
Mr. Giles Spring, whose arrival had preceded 
mine a few days, and Col. Hamilton defended the 
case before the magistrate, and then it was that 
both Spring and myself had an opportunity of 
being heard before a Chicago audience (for nearly 
every man and boy in town were present), and we 
both made our speeches as much to the people as 
to the magistrate, who bound the prisoner over 
to the grand jury, and so Col. Hamilton had the 
pleasure, or the pain, of writing down his 
client’s name the first upon his docket and filing 
his recognizance. The second action upon that 
docket was an attachment case, which was com- 
menced by me. Of course, I was glad to get it. 
Spring necessarily was employed on the other 
side, and he beat me onthe trial before the first 
petit jury impaneled in the Circuit Court of this 
county and got a good fee for those times, while I 
had to be content with a ® retainer. As neitber 
Soring nor myself received our licenses to practice 
in this State till October following. when 1 went 


on horseback to Greenville in Bond County to 


obtain them, we signed our clients’ names to 

preecipes, pleadings, and such other papers as 

otherwise we would have signed as attorneys. 
Few Criminal Cases Tried. 


When we remember that in the absence of pan- 
ics and similar financial conyulsions the amount 
of legal business is a safe criterion by which to 
determine the amount of commercial transac- 
tions, the entire absence of litigation in the high- 
er courts would indicate that little commercial 
business had been carried on here up to the time 
of which I speak, and the entire absence of crime 
which had to be dealt with by the Circuit Court 
speaks well for the peace and gooi order of the 
community. In trath, nothing had occurred 
which could not be dealt with by Justices of the 
Peace, and three such officers represented all the 
judicial force in the place—namely: Isaac Har- 
mon, Russell E. Heacock, and Archibald Cly- 
bourne. Only one of them, Harmon, kept an of- 
fice, and he did nearly all the business. Mr. Hea- 
cock was the only lawyer of the three, and he was 
a very good lawyer, too; but in the absence of 
any professional business, he opened a carpenter 
shop, a trade which he had learned when 
young. His shop, built of logs, was situated 
on the corner of South Water and State streets, 
and it was from him I procured the warrant for 
the arrest of the criminal already spoken of. The 
eriminal was brought in just at dusk and the 
Justice took his seat on a sawhorse by the side of 
his work bench, upon which he placed a lighted 
tallow tip, held in position by four nails driven 
into a block of wood. 

This particularity can only be justified by my 
desire to enable you to understand the judicial 
position at the very cgmmencement of its history 
in this city, and to enable you to draw a sontrast 
between then and now. At that time there was 
already an appreciable amount of business in the 
Circuit Court of La Salle County, and especially 
in Putnam County, but there were no resident 
lawyers in either and clients depended upon 
the circuit riders for tme conduct of their 
cases. These lawyers were a class who 
traveled the circuit with the Judge, and who 
had to practice law on the wing, as it were, and 
who received their retainers about the time 
court opened and frequently had to learn their 
cases as the trials progressed. Their experience 
in this mode of practicing law enabled them to 
do this with extraordinary facility and success. 
As a general rule they were well grounded in the 
fundamental principles of the law, and babit had 
enabled them to think quickly and accurately 
and without confusion, when required to pass 
from one subject of thought to anotber. 

Attended His First Circuit Court. 
Tho first Circuit Court which I ever attended 
in this State was in October, 1833, at Pekin, in 
Tazewell County, where I first met Judge Lock- 
wood, who held the court: John J. Hardin, 
State’s-Attorney; Stephen T. Logan, John F.

Inthe case ofthe Second Ward both 
lists were rejected, and the Commissioners 
themselvés will select the judges. In the 
Sixth Ward there was a compromise between 
the Cunnigham-O’Brien factions. The judges 
were divided between them. Ald. Murphy 
was allowed to name the judges in the Sev- 
enth Ward. There was a compromise in the 
Sixteenth Ward; also in the Twenty-ninth. 
The committeemen from the Twenty-third 
Ward were directed to appoint a new set of 
judges and to confer with the ward club in 
their selection. Thisaction was deemed a vic- 
tory for the Harrison faction, and Willam 
Preston Harrison, son of the ex-Mayor, ex- 
pressed his satisfaction thereat. 


Probable Juggling of Primary Districts. 


The call for the convention will not be is- 
sued until Tuesday or Wednesday. The Elec- 
tion Commissioners will have a meeting Mon- 
day, when the judges will be finally selected 
from the list. The committeemen will make 
the selections as nearly as practicable from 
the list of the regular judges. They will also 
divide the wards into primary districts con- 
taining about 800 voters, and they will locate 
the primary polling-places. There will be 
considerable manipulation in this, and asa 
majority of the committeemen seem to favor 
Mr. Hesing Mr. Harrison is likely to suffer 
through the manipulation. 

Up to the present little has been said about 
the other candidates for city officers, but it 
looks now as if the combination will be Hesing 
for Mayor, a North or West Side man for Treas- 
urer, a North or West Side man for City Clerk, 
and George S. Trude for City Attorney. If a 
North-Sider is selected for Treasurer, John 
McGillen, Alderman from the Twenty-first 
Ward, will be the man. If a West Side candi- 
date for Treasurer is selected, then Thomas 
O'Neill will be candidate for City Clerk. 
Charles Gastfield and James C. Strain of the 
West Duvisiou are candidates for City Clerk. 
If Mr. Harrison is nominated the nomination 
for Treasurer may go either to Michael Brans- 
tield or Patrick H. Duggan, both of the South 
Division, although there are some who maintain 
that if Harrison is the nominee for Mayor a 
German will have to be nominated for Treas- 
urer.

I took the mortuary reports of 
Chicago and the tenth census reports and 
made a thorough investigation, and the con- 
clusion I reached—and that any one will reach 
who makes a study of the subject, was that a 
woman was a far better risk than a man. 
Women are as a fact in vital statistics longer- 
lived than men, and the reasons for it are not 
at all obscure. Women have not the vices of 
men and do not follow the dangerous callings 
of men, nordo the dangerous traveling that 
men do, nor live with the dangerous sur- 
roundings of men. 

The pretext is that a woman’s sex subjects 
her to serious and incessant peril, particularly 
in connection with maternity. But I have 
made a careful study of these matters and ain 
ready to prove that the theories on this sub- 
ject are negatived by the facts. Even if the 
theories were correct, the danger from this 
source would not be a tenth part as great as 
the dangers that men are exposed to on ac- 
count of their sex and their habits. 

„ur theory is that the discrimination of 
the life insurance companies against woman 
is an unreasoning prejudice and a relic of he 
condition of subjection which has existed ever 
since Adam, and is so slowly passing away 
even in this enlightened day. 1 have addressed 
communications to all the insurance journals 
in the country on this subject, and they all 
sustain my position. The only objection 
offered to it was by a paper in California, 
which said the insurance of women’s lives 
would lead to their being murdered by their 
husbands for the insurance money.”

PLAYED BY THOMAS AND HIS MEN, 


Attractive Popular Program Rendered 


Last Evening. 

Berlioz’s March Marocaine was the op ening 
number on the attractive popular program 
Mr. Thomas arranged for the Chicago Or- 
chestra’s concert last night. It is a taking 
work, strongly marked in rhythm, bright in 
theme, and orchestrated with the brilliant ef- 
fectiveness which Berlioz knew so well how 
to impart. The pavillon chinois which he 
employs appeals to eye and ear by its novelty, 
and its tinkling in no way offends musical 
taste, since the tone is pleasing and the sound 
appropriate to the style of composition. 
The waltz ** Charlotte 
Cordayp which followed is familiar 
and did not fail. to exert its usual 
charm, so captivating the audience that an 
encore was demanded. Mr. Thomas was 
gracious and repeated the last part of the 
dainty little entr’acte. The overture from 
the same set had not been played here before. 
As a tore picture of a revolutionary scene it 
is realistic, but froma musical point of view 
it cannot be praised, owing to its being so 
persistently forte or tortissiino throughout. 
There is never a moment of quiet, and the 
sense grows weary with the incessant din and 
noise. Six excerpts from Die Meister- 
singer were played superbly by Mr. Thomas 
and his men, the music of the climax of the 
act being given with exceptional power 
and vividness. The second half of the 
program brought the Polonaise from Beetho- 
ven’s Serenade, op. 9, which so pleased with it 
virile grace and healthy vigor that it too had 
to be repeated before the applause would be 
stilled. Volkman’s somewhat tedious Sere- 
nade, No, 2, for string orchestra followed, its 
one really enjoyable movement—the well 
known waltz—not failing to receive recogni- 
tion from its auditors. A Suite, No. 1, op. 22. 
by Asger Hamerik, completed the list of 
orchestral numbers.

Effect to Reach the Senate This Week— 


Envoys from the Islands Formally Rec- 
ces at the White 


Protectorate Idea Entirely Abandoned. 
Wasninctox, D. C., Feb. 12.+-|Special.]— 
Hawaiian annexation is the fixed policy of the 
administration. Intermediate measures do 
not affect the main question. The decision of 
the President to send a special message to 
Congress next week was the first sign of a de- 
liberate purpose. The official reception of 
the annexation Commissioners today was a 
practical recognition of their mission. A 
treaty of annexation. will follow. It has al- 
ready been drafted and will reach the Senate 
next week. | 
In the steps which President Harrison and 
his advisers have determined to take there has 
been no hasty or ill-advised move. Nor is 


there any disposition to overlook the recent 


conditions in Hawaii, or to act in a manner 
that will be hostile to the best interests of the 
natives. But there must be some action on 


broad grounds which will define the position 


of this country. A protectorate of any sort is 
merely atemporary makeshift, and for this 
reason the administration believes in Congres 
taking the most direct road to annexation. It 
is thought that this is the overwhelming senti- 
ment of the country, and that itis the only 
means for maintaining and extending the in- 
fluence of the United States in the North Pa. 
cific, 

The general policy of this country once de- 
fined by a treaty of annexation Congress can 
work out the details for the government of 
the islands so as to preserve all interests. Ii 
necessary a commission can be sent to deter- 
mine whether the territoral system modified 
in the main like that which prevails in the 
District of Columbia is best adapted to meet 
the conditions on the islands. It can also 
make provision for the deposed Queen, and 
the perplexing question of the sugar bounty 
can be settied in accordance with the prin- 
ciples of the political party which will be in 

werin the United States after March 4 

ut it is idle to dream of the reéstabiishment 
of the Queen under a protectorate. The 
United States would not tolerate the British 

rotectorate to which the Queen seems to 
ean, and for reasons which have been thor- 
oughly discussed it does not intend to estab- 
lish one of its own as a permanent policy. _ 

In considering annexation the fact that Min- 
ister Stevens raised the Stars and Stripes will 
not interfere with the recognition given the 
present Commissioners to treat for annexa- 
tion as the representatives of the provisional 
government. It may make necessary some 
diplomatic action, but it will not change the 
lines of the policy which has been mapped 
out 

Envoys Greatly Pleased. 

It would have been difficult to have found 
more tickled individuals than the Ha- 
wailan envoys were after their visit to the 
President of the United States this afternoon. 
In accordance with a prearranged program 
Messrs. Thurston, Castle, Marsden, Carter, 
and Wilder, accompanied by Dr. Smith, 
the Hawaiian. Minister, and Mr. Kinney 
of Salt Lake City, called at the State 
Department, where Secretary John W. 
Foster awaited them. Very little time was 
wasted in desultory talk, the visitors being 
anxious to receive official recognition at the 
hands of the Chief Magistrate of this country, 
and Secretary Foster very obligingly accom- 
panied them at once to the White House. Im- 
mediately upon their arrival word was sent up 
to the President, who was in his private office, 
and directions were promptly given to show 
the callers into the Biue Parlor.

As to the 12 of an ex - Treasurer and his 
bondsmen tothe State of illinois for interest 
paid to such during his official term by banks or 
individuals for the use of moneys which the 
Treasurer had received in his official capacity, 
and deposited in banks, etc., the answer to the 
question seems to depend under the authorities 
upon whether the Treasurer by receipt of moneys 
becomes a debtor or mere custodian, and further, 
whether he and his sureties are absolutely held 
to a payment of the moneys received, although it 
may have been lost without fault or want of care 
on his part. 

The provisions of our Constitution and statutes 
relating to the Treasurer are, first: That the 
Treasurer must reside at the State Capital; that 
he shall receive a salary, to. be fixed by law, and 
shall not receive any fees, costs, perquisites of of- 
poe NN compensation. (Const., Art. 5, Secs. 

a 

That . Treasurer shall be paid a salary of 
$3,500 in lieu of all other salaries, fees, perqui- 
sites, benefit, or compensation in any form what- 
soever, and shall pay all fees“ provided by law 
into the State easury. (Chap. 53, Secs. 1 


and 2.) 

That he shall give a bond for the faithful dis- 
charge of his duties and to deliver all moneys, 
etc., pertaining to his office whole, safe, and un- 
defaced”’ to his successor in office, etc. That he 
shall. when the Governor shall deem his bond in- 
sufficient, file an additional bond that he shall 
receive the revenues and all other public moneys 
of the State and all moneys authorized by. law to 
be paid to him and safely keep the same.” That 
all mouey so paid into the State Treasury shall be 
80 — upon the order of the Auditor directin 
the Treasurer to receive the same; that if he shall 
receive any moneys as asurer otherwise than 
upon the Auditor's order “he shall be removed 
from office’; that he shall make monthly settle 
ment with the Auditor and make out and pre- 
sent to the Governor ten days before each 
regular session of the General Assembly a 
full report of all moneys received by him 
and paid out, and also a general account 
of all the business of his office. In case of the 
Treasurer's death the Governor may take posses- 
sion of t Treasurer's office and vaults and 
cause the same to be closed and seeurely locked 
and soto remain until a succassoris appointed 
and when the successor takes possession of the 
office the Governor and Auditor, together with 
any bondsmen of the Treasurer that may be pres- 
ent, shall proceed to take an account of all the 
moneys, papers, books, records, etc., coming into 
the successOr’s possession, and the Auditor is 
required to take a receipt from such successor for 
such property. (Chap. 130, Revised Statutes. ) 

There ate in the statutes of Illinois no regula- 
tions at all as to how or where the State Treasur- 
er shall keep moneys coming to him in his offi- 
cial capacity. He is only required to receive such 
revenues and public moneys of the State as are 
authorized by law to be paid to him. These 
moneys he is required to safely keep and to pay 
out or turn over according to law, but he is not 
allowed to receive anysuch funds except upon 
order of the Auditor. / 


Debtor or Custodian? 


* 
In view of these statutory provisions it is 


claimed by eminent lawyers that in IIlinois the 
State Treasurer becomes a debtor to the State 
upon the receipt of public funds and does not by 
the receipt of sucb funds become the custodian 
of the State’s money; that any money he may 
have received as interest from banks, Ste., not 
upon the order of the Auditor, have not been re- 
ceived in his official capacity as Treasurer, and 
that neither he nor his bondsmen are liable to the 
State therefor. In the recent decisions by the 
Supreme Court of Wisconsin the ex-Treasurers 
and their bondsmen were held liable to return in- 
terest moneys, but under the statutes of Wiscon- 
sin the court held that they were mere custodians 
of the State’s funds,. But the statutory regula- 
tions in Wisconsin differ widely from those in Iili- 
nois on this subject and it was conceded by the 
t where the Treasurer was a debtor 
rather than a custodian the inter- 
est received could not be recovered. 
These views are supported by decisions of the 
Supreme Court of Georgia, Kentucky, Pennsyl- 
vania, and Colorado, 

In Colorado, where the statute is similar. if not 
identical with our Lilinois statutes, the Su preme 
Court held that the ex-Treasurers were not liable. 

Senator Cam pbell has prenared a resolution 
for an investigation which he intended to in- 
troduce at an early day. It is of no value 
now, since the Acting Governor has peremp- 
torily ordered suits brought and furnished the 
names of the witnesses.

The law firm of James M. Patton and Lloyd

JOHN c. SMITH IS NOT WOERIED, 


He Says the Charges Against State Treas- 
urers Have No Foundation, 

Ex-State Treasurer John C. Smith did not 
appear in the least worried over the prospect- 
ive suits which it has been stated will be be- 
gun against him and other former Treasurers 
for alleged conversion to their own benefit 
of interest on the State funds. He knew 
nothing of the suit, he stated, except whit he 
had read in the newspapers. 

I do not know what such suits could be 
based upon. So far as I am concerned [ 
never received a cent of interest upon the 
State funds or from any other source. No 
State Treasurer, to my Knowledge, kept any 
bank account except in New York. The last 
dollar of State bonded indebtedness was 
paid in my term of office. The 
State bonds were made payable, prin- 
cipal and interest, at the American 
Exchange National Bank, New York. Of the 
$15,000,000 or so.of local bonds the majority 
are made payable at the same bank. Hence 
the Treasurer of the State is compelled to 
keep an account in that bank. 

“The American Exchange Bank had the 
money without paying for it. Illinois is not 
alone in this. The American Exchange Na- 
tional Bank has been astanch friend of the 
State of Illinois, and has helped it in the 
past. I got not one cent of interest there 
or anywhere else. The money for current ex- 
penses is kept in the vault in the Treasurer's 
office. The Treasurer keeps a cash book, but 


. the Auditor’s office is the bookkeeping office 


of the State. The Treasurer can neither pay 
nor receive money without a warrant from the 
Auditor. When the Treasurer to New

Auditor, who issues a warrant for the sum. 

There is no foundation for the assertion 
that books and papers were taken away from 
the Treasurer’s office. I did not take a scrap 
away. It is an assumption also that because 
the books show no interest it was paid. Ihe 
Treasurers got none. My predecessor settled 
with me in currency and settled with my 
successor in the same way. Absolutely every- 
thing was straight when I went in 
and when I came out. The charge that 
$2,000,000 was made in the shave of interest is 
absurd. The statements in ragard to immense 
fees is also unfounded. The Treasurer knows 
nothing of these. They are paid to the Audi- 
tor, who deducts from them the sum sufficient 
to pay all expenses of the Insurance Depart- 
ment and then turns the surplus over to the 
Treasurer. The Treasurer knows nothing of 
these fees.“

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‘CHOLERA TO SPREAD. 


FEARS THAT IT WILL SWEEP THE 
WHOLE OF EUROPE. 


Dr. Kempster, a Special Health Officer of 


the United States, Inspects Hamburg 
and Other Infected Points—Convinced 
That a Fierce Outburst Will Come—No 
Danger Anticipated at Nice and Monte 
Carlo—The Queen's Speech Approved— 
Home Rule Debate to Begin Monday. 


Bertin, Feb. 11.—Dr. Kempster, a special 
health officer of the United States, has just 
arrived in Berlin after a tour of inspection of 
Hamburg, Bremen, Castel, and Nietleben. 
He said today that he was convinced the pres- 
ent year would witness a fierce outburst of 
cholera all over the continent, and that in- 
stead of bemg sporadic, as in 1892, tne plague 
would sweep’the whole of Europe. Dr. Kemp- 
ster related an incident connected with 
his visit to a certain large town, the name of 
which he desired to reserve for his official re- 
port. He asked the local health officer to take 
him to the worst slum in the town. 

There 1s none, said the officer. “Every 
slum and fever hole has been cleared out. 

Dr. Kempster then took the officer to a cer- 
tain back alley, the sight and smell of which 
made both ot them retreat with handkerchiefs 
to their noses. He afterward offered to show 
the official half a dozen other places of the 
same sort in the vicinity. The inference is 
that the local sanitary reports are unreliable. 

Dr. Kempster also discovered discrepancies 
between the published figures of the military 
from cholera and the number of cases regis- 
tered on government lists. In one town the 
local health officer told him that the total num- 
ber of cases of cholera was thirty-eight; but 
obtaining access to the official record he found 
that there had really been 780 cases, 
of which 350 had been fatal. The doctor said 


that the towns alluded to were not in Ger-< 


many. They are probably in Russia. 

Dr. Kempster also related the following in- 
cident: A Bremen lighterman and his assist- 
ant died of cholera aboard their boat while 
lying off the city. The boat was sent to Ham- 
burg, no ove in Bremen, as far as is known, 
having boarded it or come in contact with it. 
Several days afterward a widow and her 
daughter, living at the river side, died of 
Asiatic cholera. The source of infection of 
these cases could not be traced until Dr. 
Kempster, codperatmg with a Hamburg offi- 
cer, proved that the widow had washed some 
clothes from the lighter boat, 

Regarding rags imported into the United 
States from infected ports, Dr. Kempster is 
inclined to . with the suggestion of Con- 
sul-General Edwards that disinfection on ar- 
rival in the United States would te surer and 
more effective than mere disinfection before 
shipment. 

e cholera'visitation at Halle has died out. 
Prof. Pfubl of the Government Hygienic Bu- 
reau returned to Berlin today, leaving his col- 
league, Dr. Zenthoffer, in Halle as govern- 
ment representative. Dr. Pfuhl congratulated 
the councilors and medical men present ypon 
the success of the efforts made to stamp out 
the plague, but he warned them that the water 
of the River Saale afforded special facilities 
for the spread of the disease.

NICE EXCITED OVER THE CHOLERA, 


Local Physicians, However, Apprehend No 
Danger in the Better Districts. 
[SPECIAL CABLE. ] 

Nicz, Feb. 11.—[Copyright, 1893, by 
James Gordon Bennett. Quite a flutter of 
excitement was caused here when people in 
the Place Massena read a bulletin announcing 
that cholera had beén officially declared at 
Marseilles. A few moments later a 
functionary from the municipality called 
at the office requesting that the cholera 
paragraph be removed from the bulletin, so 
as not to frighten visitors away. This was 
complied with, although the news is 
well known all over Europe. The carnival is 
in full swing here, so the news came like a 
wet blanket, but the following interviews with 
leading medical authorities will tend to reas- 
sure taose now on the Riviera and friends at 
home. The correspondent first called on Dr. 
Balestre, Chief of the Health Commission of 
Nice, who in reply to the question, (What 
are the chances of cholera at Nice?” said: 
„All I can say is, Nice was never in a more 
healthy condition than at present. The only 
iliness I know of is among a few persons who 
have got sore throats. There are no cases of 
intestinal disease here at all. The water is first 
rate. All the drinking watercomes from the 
source of St. Theix on Mount Deyel. It is 
absolutely pure and free from microbes, 
There is also water from the Vesubie used 
solely for watering streets and drains. No 
town has better water than Nice. If cholera 
comes here it would be confined to the poorer 
classes in the old part of the town and 
would not extend to the well-to-do cleanly 
people. There is not the sl'ghtest cause for 
alarm among winter visitors.“ 

IT next called upon Dr. Barety, who said: 
„There is no earthly reason why cholera 
should come here. The town 1s perfectly 
healthy. The last time cholera was at Nice 
was in 1885. Then we had only 100 cases and 
less than 100 deaths. Ali these were confined 
to persons of unclean habits living in the old 
part of town.” } 

Nice Is Healthy Now. 

The correspondent then called upon Dr, 
Allen Sturje, who said: 

“The town is healthy enough now. The 
drinking water is provided exclusively from a 
source which is absolutely pure. This is the 
only water drunk atthe hotels and private 
houses. There is not cause for alarm, even if 
a few cases of cholera should occur in 
the old part of the town. When we had 
it here in 1885 it was confined to those whose 
habits of life were not cleanly, and did not 
occur at all among the well-do-to people. The 
only weak points that exist are the old weils 
in private grounds near the port. Some of 
the natives insist on domg as their fathers and 
grandfathers did 100 years ago, and drinking 
the old family water, forgetting that the city 
has grown up since that. It is no longer pos- 
sible that these wells should contain pure 
water. I think all private wellsshquld be closed 
up. Public wells and the water supply from 
St. Theik, which reaches everywhere, ex- 
cellent. Some ignorant people prefer old foul 
family wells. . 

Dr. Zurcher was next seen and said: It is 
all nonsense. There is no danger of any 
serious epidemic of cholerahere. Thesanitary 
condition of the town is greatly improved 
since 1885, when cholera broke out in the sum- 
mer. Even then it was confined to the old, filthy 
part of the town near the port, where 2 
persisted in drinking water from old family 
wells contaminated by cesspools and ceme- 
teries.

The Famous Magnate Has Spent a Fortane 
on Els Thoroughbred Stock—The Re- 
turns, However, Have Been ome 
Thus Far—Wyndham Walden’s Selec- 
tions from the Texas Ranch—Complete 
List of Youngsters That Will Race for 
the Famous Stable This Season, 

New Onxzrzans, La., Feb. 11.—[Special.]— 
Jobn A. Morris, the lottery magnate, is at his 
Louisiana shooting-box, after a trip with his 
trainer, R. Wyndham Walden, ana his fo 


have tried out and selected a big crop of year- 
lings for Wyndham Walden to get ready for 
late performances. For the last five years 
John A. Morris has been best known through 
hid connection with the turf and as the owner 
of Morris Park, in Westchester County, N. Y. 

His wealth is estimated ‘between twenty-five 
and thirty millions, the mostof which he is 
oredited with having made from the Louisiana 
Lottery. He lives like a prince and main- 
tains no less than nine expensive and luxuri- 
ous establishments in this country and Europe. 
He has a magnificent home in Throge’s Neck, 

three others in Boston, Bar Harbor, and New 
Orteans, a shooting-box in Louisiana, a ranch in 
Texas, racing establishments and breeding- -farms 
in Maryland and England, and a house in Hau- 
over, Germany. The most of his time he spends 
in Throgg’s Neck and New Orleans. 

Mr. Morris’ father was Francis Morris, who 
was famous among racing men of his generation. 
The son always had a leaning toward the turf, 
but never kept large stables until he built Morris 
Park. Since then his racing stud has been 
among the most extensive in the country, and he 
has owned an extraordinary number of successful 
horses. His net winnings from stakes and purses 
have averaged at least $125,000 a year, and Morris 
Park is now beginning to show most profitable 
results, The 1891 total was $159,497 and that of 
last season $94,908. The race course is assessed at 
$2,000,000. Mr. Morris and his son, Alfred H. Mor- 
ris, have 150 race horses in training. 

Among the prominent men in the first lottery 
dealings of the country were John A. Morris, 
“Eph” Simmons, Berjamin Wood, and John 
Morrissey. (Oct. 14, 1863, a diversity of lottery in- 
terests were combined in New York under the 
firm name of C. H. Murray & Co. Eph” Sim- 
mons was one of the three trustees, and in the event 

‘of his death the deed of trust stipulated the va- 
cancy was “to be filled by a successor nom- 
inated by John A. Morris.” The operations 
of the firm rested upon charters granted by the 
Legisiatures of Missouri, Kentucky, Virginia, 
Delaware, and Georgia, The Louisiana Lottery 
was incorporated in 1867, bat did not bagin active 
operations until 1870. Its capital stock was fixed 
at $1,000,000 in shares of $100 each. A clause in 
the cnarter provided that $40,000 a year should be 
paid to the educational fund of the State, in con- 
sideration of which the corporation was to be 
oe from all taxes. Not long after its incorpora- 
tion Charles T. Howard and John A. Morris be- 
came the actual owners of the lottery through 
various trausformations and “ assignments,” 


Was Richard Ten Broeck’s Backer. 


The Adest member of the firm of J. A. & A. H. 
Morris is now a portly, affable old man of 60. 
More chau thirty years ago John Morris was the 
financial backer of Richard Ten Broeck in that 
gentleman's prolonged campaign on the Eaglish 
turf. He was the most enthusiastic turfmau of 
that era and after a long absence abroad he re. 4 
turned to the American turf about six years ago; 
engaged R. W. Walden as his trainer; gave him 
carte blanche in the matter of purchasing year- 
lings; associated with him his oldest son, Alfred 
Hennen Morris; then conceived the iaea of build- 
ing a home for the American Jockey club, which 
was done, and the beautiful racetrack called 
Morris Park was the result. 

In talking 8 aoe Texas crop, which he has 
just irspected, John A. Morris said that it was a 
promising lot and would beable to show some 
race horses. He wants young Sargent the light- 
weight jockey riding here and under contract to 
“ Bonnie Byrd” Kelly, and Walden will probably 
secure his release and sign him before he returns 
to Maryland. 

Mr. Morris tersely draws the class line between 
the A.aerican and English race horse this way: 
“The Mnglish thoroughbred is larger than the 
American, is better looking, one has, I believe, 
more in him, generally speaki In my opinion 
the average English horse is tourt. pounds better 
than the average American horse. Our Foxhall

orses Mr. Morris has twenty-five 
English mares of the best strains on his English 
farm in Essex. Whenin England last year Mr. 
Morris bid $28,000 for a yearling colt by St. Simon- 
Plaisanterie, the St. dger winner. Blundell 
Maple got the colt for $30,000, the record, Up to 
that time La Fleche's price, $27, 500, was the high- 
est for an English yearling. Baron Hirsch paid 
that. The Morris English place is Dunnow, part 
of Lord Roslyn’s estate, and famous for its flitch 
of bacon custom. 

He is seeking to breed a sire for it, and one for 
Bowling Brook, Md. +s and one for the San Antonio, 
Texas, place too. ** | cannot buy a great English 
horse, they are not for sale,“ says Mr. Morris. 
The Texas ranch is a marvel. It centers at Kerr- 
ville, seventy-five miles northw weet of San Antonio, 
in Gallatin County, and is 40. acres in extent. 
Wyndham Walden breeds all the Bowling Brook 
colts at Middlebury, Md. On the Texan ranch 
are ninety thoroughbred mates and fourteen 
sires, besides several hundred horses of mixed 
breeding. The yearling ¢rop of the place this 
year is seventy-five. The best of them have been 
tried out and go to Maryland within a few weeks. 
The leading sires are Britannic, Hudson, and 
Plevna.

He 
stated that the men made from $2.50 te $a 
day and the girls from $4 to $8 a week, but a 
careful examination of the employés failed to 
show one who made ever $10 a week. The 
employés there worked ten hours a day, 

The shop of I. Hirscliberg, No. 520 North 
Ashland avenue, was next visited. This shop 
was also in a basement. Ten men and one 
girl were at work making women’s jackets 
and cloaks. Hirschberg said that the men 
were making from $10 to $15 a week and the 
gr $8.

The highest pay for 
week was found to 
received by William Levine two weeks ago. 
That was $13.65. Last week his wages 
amounted to $4. The only explanation of the 
difference given was volunteered by Jacob 
Leihchitz, who, after bemg sworn, said that 
during the entire winter the shop had been 
open day and night, and that vine ‘had 
worked twelve or thirteen hoursaday. The 
employés struck, and for the last few days the 
shop had been closed at 6 o’clock. The place 
was in a bad sanitary condition, and a pile of 
ashes and rubbish uvccupied a corner of the 
room. 

The committee then went to No, 219 Divis- 
ion street, where Adolph Goldberger operates 
a vest factory. The factory is located in a 
large room on the second. floor and is heated 
with one stove, sixteen inches in diameter, 
and about two feet high. In warm weather 
the stove is used to heat irons. Four men and 
seventeen women and girls were at work. 
The youngest girl was not sure whether she 
was 13 or 14 years old. She was working 
fifty-one feet away from the stove, sewing on 
r- for $2.50 a week.

The factory of Mahile & Hegrt, No. 220 Di- 
vision street, was the next inspected. This 
was located in a store and was not as bad as 
the majority. Four men, eight women, and a 
14-year-old girl named Rosie Elsner were at 
work on pantaloons. The girl said she re- 
ceived $1.75 a week. She said that in the shop 
where she formerly worked there were several 
girls about 13 years old employed. 

After leaving the Mahile & Hegrt shop Mrs. 
Kelley led the way to a large factory lucated 
at No. 130 Samuel street. This is a four-story 
brick building about 30x70 feet, with a shop 
on each floor. The buildmg was well lightea 
and clean. Qn the first floor was located the 
steam engine which operates all the plants, 
and in the same room twenty girls were at 
work. On the second floor twenty-five 
girls and three men were at 
work makimg vests. This is op- 
erated by J. Prebensen the owner 
of the building. The third floor is occupied 
by C. Gunderson as a vest factory. He em- 
ploys nineteen girls and four men. Ona the 
fourth floor fifteen girls and one man were at 
work on women’s cloaks, Under a table 
within six feet of a redhot stove were stored a 
number of large cans of kerosene oil.

Dear Sir: Regarding the sweat shop at No. 257 
West Polk street, in which it was said there was 
a case of measies. I could discover no trace of 
measies. There was no buggy in the house. It 
was a spring baby carriage that cost $10. Instead 
of there being eight members in the family, there 
was a man and wife and four children, ranging from 
7 to 1% years. The family name is Garbulsky. and, 
instead of Mrs. Johnson supplyimg one garbage 
box for twenty-two tenants; she had another 
box, but the police ordered it off the street. I 
personally inspected the children. Their tongues 
were clean, no rash appearing,, no scaling off. 
They have lived there in those four rooms one 
and one-half years, and never have had occasion 
to call a physician in iod of time. The 
children are not sick now, nor have they been. 

Instead of there being eight sewing-machines, 
they never have more than six, three of which are 
in use now. The man makes from $20 to $22 per 
week, and out of that pays & to $7.50 for wages. 
There were just a few boys’ trousers, five or six 
pairs, piled about the room.

IN THE REIOHSTAG. 


Richter with His Subtle Oratory, Backed 
by Stocker’s Trip-Hammer Blows, Stag- 
gers Even Bebel—Those Attacked Quiver 
with Rage—Galleries Packed and Ap- 
plaud Vigorously—Liebknecht Main- 
tains That the Attacks Will Help His 
Party—Eussia and Germany.

James Gordon Bennett. ]—The feature of the 
week has been an onslaught upon the Social- 
istic party in the Reichstag, which without 
doubt suffered severely in the hands of Rich- 
ter and Stocker. Richter’s subtle oratory, 
backed by Stocker’s trip-hammer blows, 
seemed to stagger even Bebel. Rarely, have 1 
seen the Reichstag so excited. The Socialistic 
party in the left corner of the House was quiv- 
ering with rage as Eugene Richter poured hot 
shot in upon their most vital precepts. Be bel, 
alert and keen as an eagle, watching any 
weakness in the attack, kept interrupt mg 
until at last the President requested him to 
desist, while cries and counter-cries all over 
the House showed intense feeling. This dis- 
play of feeling seemed not to disconcert the 
speaker, but urged him on.

The veteran 
Liebknecht, father of Socialist party, 
growled and shook his grizzled locks in anger. 
Eveu to the reporters’ gallery the excitement 
extended, so that the President looked up 
sternly. To repress the noise all over the 
House guardians had been doubled, why it is 
difficult to say, unless the government antici- 
pated a hand to hand fight or a public demon- 
stration, for the gallerriés were crammed 
with Socialists. | | 

Liebknecht Appears Much Disturbed. 

I met Liebknecht in the corridor. He had 
just made an effective speech on behalf of his 
party. From within the chamber echoed the 
sounds of cheers and counter cheers, murmurs, 
and interruptions, as Liebknecht paced up 
and down with fire in his eyes. 

„What do you say about the charges 
brought against your party?“ I asked him.

Russia’s Attitude Toward Germany. 


How much good the Czarowitz's visit here 
has accomplished is still a paramount ques- 
tion. Germany certainly made most cordial! 
advances. Russia seems to wish to follow Eu- 
gland's successful policy of strict independ- 
ence; for we look in vain for any inspired 
Germanic learning in the Russian press. 

The aews given you some time ago that the 
Russian Government had decided to close the 
last of the German schools in the Baltic 
provinces is confirmed by the Kreuz Zeitung. 
The school is at Goldingen, which was former- 
ly a great German center. 

I hear further that the Czar has a scheme 
for the wholesale confiscation of properties in 
the Baltic pyovinces which belonged to the 
old aristocracy, and whose right of tenure is 
doubtful. This would come as a. severe blow 
to many German families who hold these 
lands. A pretext for the confiscation of these 
lands is that they were lent, not given. 


Czar Did Not Complain, 

It has been stated that the Czar complained 
of the report of his assassination circulated 
here. Such is not the case. According to the 
Russian Embassy here the Czar, in reply to 
Gen. von Werder’s expressions of regret, 
said: I was not in the leastdisturbed about 
it. 

The report has gone out that the Czar prom- 
ised to visit Berlin. That is untrue, the near- 
est thing to it being a letter which he wrote to 


@| the Kaiser, thanking him for his cordial wel- 


come accorded the Czarowitz, and says: “I 
hope to see your Majesty soon.“ 

The police here are actively looking out for 
Arton, who, according to the latest news, is at 
Hamburg, hoping to take a steamer thence to 
America. 


Commercial Treaty with Russia. 


The Russian Commissioners will be here 
next week to make arrangements for the final 
details of the new Russian commercial treaty. 
I have seen the general heads, which are 
that Germany permits the entry of Russian 
corn and cattle, and in return Russia gives 
facilities for the importation of German coal 
and iron, There has been a fight against the 
treaty, but the Kaiser is determined to crush 
all opposition, as he regards the treaty as 
helping the Germans and Russians, 

The friendly feeling towards Italy is much 
cooled here of late, and there are those about 
court now who openly talk of the meeting of 
the three empires as a basis of new allegiance 
or Drei Kaiserbund, mm which Russia would 
replace Italy once again. The belief reigns 
that Germany has two irons in the fire, as was 
the case in the days of Bismarck. Kalnoky 
is credited with being strongly in favor of 
such an alliance, but there is the Panslavist 
press to be reckoned with, although much is 
thought here of Gen. von Werder’s influence, 
but Gen. von Werder is more a friend to the 
Czar than the skilled diplomat.

According to the present arrangement, 
Marie Barkany, the well-knewn actress, who 
recently made a hit in New York, appeared 
here this evening in Tosca at the Neues 
Theater. The piece was produced two weeks 
ago, but the press censor stopped it.

DETAILS OF THE GREAT DEBATE, | 


Shots and Countershots Given by Socialists 
and Their Opponents,. 


Beri, Feb. 11.—For five successive days 
during the last week the Reichstag discussed 
the merits and demerits of socialism. No 
special resolution was involved, yet the bill 
assumed the proportions of an important po- 
litical event through a series of interesting 
phases at first of small apparent moment, 
but rapidly developing into a general battle 
which excited all parties and arrested the at- 
tention of the whole country. Herr Bebel 
opened the debate with an oration in which 
he claimed, as usual, that ialism was a 
means of redemption for the individual and 
for society. 

Herr Bachem, Centrist, called Herr Bebel’s 
exposition mere phrases, leaving untouched 
the practical question how Socialism could re- 
constrict society. The contrasts between the 
rich and the poor, said Herr Bachem, could 
only be minimized by Christian activities. 
Herr Liebknecht boasted of the speedy event- 
ual triumph of Socialism, and reproached the 
Reichstag for indulging im an academic de- 
bate as a diversion from the army bill. 
Asked to define the socialistic program, he 
declared that the party made war upon 
abuses, and did not dream of organizing a 
brand new politaco-social state. 
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cialist chiefs know that no realization of their 
théories was possible, yet they continued to 
preach them in order to preserve their influ- 
ence on the masses, 

Pastor Stoecker, replying to Herr Lieb- 
knecht, declared thatthe Socialists were far 
from achieving a triumph. They were, in- 
deed, at the end of Weir resources. The work-

The debate attended with several ex- 


changes of acrimonious language. On one oc- 
casion Herr Bebel, stung by the .eareasm of 
Herr Richter, jumped up and shouted: “If 
the citizens of our Socialist state did net obey 
we would refuse them bread.”’ 

„% Ahi” said Herr Richter, you would force 
them to work under the penalty of death by 
starvation.”’ 

This reply was greeted with applause in all 
parts of the House. The hit made by Herr 
Richter’s oration is evidenced by the fact that 
the Centrists, who are often implacable ene- 
mies, have resolved to publish it, together 
with the speeches of Herren Bebel, Lieb- 
knecht, and Bachem, for distribution among 
the working classes. 

Talk in the lobby of the Reichstag turned 
upon the possibility of Herr Richter’s speech 
assisting in bringing about the much hoped 
for coalition of various groups into a law and 
order party against the Socialists. But the 
Freisinnige and Center parties are separated 
by a gulf which it is not possible permanently 
to bridge. They can only codperate upon 
special conditions. 


SPANISH REPUBLICANS CELEBRATE, 


They Observe the Anniversary of Royalty’s 
Downfall—“ Down with the Monarchy.” 
Maprip, Feb. 11.—The Republicans ce le- 

brated last night with extraordinary enthusi- 
asm and some disorder the eve of the twentieth 
anniversary of the establishment of the Span- 
ish Republic, which occurred Feb. 11, 1873— 
immediately after the abdication of King 
Amadeus. Violent speeches were made de- 
nouncing royalty, and immense applause 
greeted the reference to Spain by one of the 
speakers as a country degraded and weakened 
by submission to the rule of a child. This 
utterance provoked the police to dissolve the 
meeting.. The Republicans then formed in 
procession and marched at midnight through 
the streets, shouting “Down with the mon- 
archy.“ The police then attacked the paraders 
and dispersed them, arresting three of the 
leaders of the demonstration.

A new element isynaking itself felt in Eu- 
glish politics. The laboring man is just be- 
ginning to find out something of his tre- 
mendous strength and is taking primer les- 
sons in learning how to use it. The Halifax 
election Wednesday was the beginning of a 
new era for the workingman in politics, Hith- 
erto he has been put off by specious promises 
and has been patted on the back out of the 
way. M Halifax he refused to be set aside for 
the Liberal candidate and ran on an 
independent ticket, polling more votes 
than the Conservative, and nearly equaling 
the Liberal. John Burns and Keir Hardie are 
making cléar the way in Parliament for the 
workingman and the next general election 
promises to send back so many men who 
labor as to transform that magnificent club 
at Westminster into a congress of representa- 
tives whose blood is not wholly biue. 
Gladstone to Make the Speech of His Life. 

Mr. Gladstone will pegin his speech, the 
speech of his life, before the House of Com- 
mons Monday at 38:30. He will speak two 
hours. The struggle for seats threatens to be 
almost riotous. The little chamber where the 
Commons sits will hold less than two-thirds 
of the members elected and word has gone 
forth that no member will be admitted before 
noon. This does away with the unseemly 4 
o'clock in the morning arrivals and trans- 
forms the scramble to the outside of the 
house. Every member wants to get some sort 
of a place, and a number will camp out in the 
line early in the morning, carrying their lunch 
with them, and wait for the doors to open. 
As forthe general publie and non-members 
a few will be admitted by ticket. 

The Prince of Wales has intimated that he 
will be present in the Peers’ gallery, while the 
Princess and her daughters will listen from 
the special ladies’ gallery. It is possible that 
the other Peers of the realm will be crushed 
out of their gallery, as a number of Radical 
members declare that if they cannot get seats 
in the House they are going to preémpt places 
in the Peers’ galléry. Although the weak 
members have been sitting on steps in the 
aisles and crowding about the doors, unable 
to get places, while it was all-im- 
portant that they should be there 
to vote on the serious divisions 
that the first week in the session always sees, 
the bitterness of the fight is made the more 
clear when one remembers Thursday night 
between 500 and 600 gentlemen, mostly fathers 
of families, sat until 2:20 in the morning 
jeering at one another and obstructing busi- 
ness. 

Final Draft of the Home Rule Bill. 

The Cabinet had before it today the final 
draft of the home rule bill, as amended after 
consultation with Morley, Sexton, Dillon, and 
Healy. The bill in its final ‘shape is regarded 
by the McCarthyites es so much better than the 
measure of 1886 that the defeat of the bill of 


rygeasure, The bill will provide a probation- 
ary period during which the police will be 
gradually transfered from a semi-military into 
a civjl force, when they will be under the 
joint control of the Irish and Imperial execu- 
tives, though in effect the control will be 
practically Irish.

This they have already decided upon as a mat- 
ter of policy, though Ireland is urging them 
to oppose the bill because of Asqnith’s refusal 
to grant amnesty to the dynaniiters. Red- 
mond, though he declined to offer any 
counsel to the ministers when expressly in- 
vited to do so, knows enough of 
the bill to understand that he would have no 
following in Ireland if he refused to accept it. 
The Redmondites, therefore, will reserve 
themseives for the committee stage, when they 
will propose amendments without end. 

Onslaught of Cholera Begins. 

A tiny shadow foretellmg the great plague 
that is to be has fallen across the land. Just 
now it is no bigger than a man’s hand, but it 
is sure to grow daily, steadily, inevitably, un- 
til it has shrouded all the continent in its black. 
Not in one place alone has the attack been 
made, but, as if at a given signal, in three 
widely different countries the onslaught of 
the cholera has begun. From far-away St. 
Petersburg comes the news, wholly expected, 
of course, that ten persons have died of chol- 
era with the cessation of the frost. From 
Marseilles, under the warm ‘sun f the Rivi- 
era, the plague has all the added horror ot 
newness and the people are trymg hard to 
cover up the dead and quiet the fears of the 
living, for no hint of this must come to spoil 
the season of pleasure that this month brings 
there. 

But worst of all, as directly affecting 
America, is the news from Hamburg. In the 
suburb of Altona a prisoner in jail has just 
died and five other, eases are being closely 
watched. The port of Hamburg itself has not 
been allowed to escape. On board the steam- 
ers Echo and Australia four sailors were 
stricken with the disease. The weather 
is moderating all over the continent and the 
warm sunshine is kissing back to life the 
cholera germs. So next week promises to 
show a wider apread of the great plague. 

Meanwhile Vienna 1s sending invitations to 
all nations to an international health congress 
to formulate some plan for fighting the com- 
mon foe. And in England Southampton is 
begging Parliament to vote money to keep up 
a rigid quarantine.

with the immediate development of the 
electric road. Some of them are aimed 
directly at the trolley system; some of them 
provide that no railway upon a public high- 
Way shall maintain a higher rate of speed than 
Six miles an hour; other bills impose pro- 
hibitory conditions in proposed charters, and 
n lobby seeks to influence the rural members 
by describing the dangers of the trolley 


system. 
It is no wonder that railway managers are 
ming alarmed. A director in the Dela- 
ware and Hudson told me this morning that 
Since the electric railway was buil between 
roy and some of the manufactuting cities 
north of Troy the receipts of the D. & H. for 
local traffic between these places had fallen 
from several thousand dollars a month to a 
few hundred dollars. The electric railways in 
New Jersey has cut off local traffic more than 
one-half from the steam roads. The 4 
of several of the roads which run from Bos- 
ton into the outlying districts report heavy 


losses. with constantly increasing rates of 


loss, the electric railways getting the benefit 
of what was formerly profitable local traffic. 

Mr. Carty says that it is only comparatively 
recently that the possibilities for a complete 


revolution in loca! traffic have suggested them- 


selves to those who are interested in electric 
railways. Some electricians, Mr. Carty says, 
are of opinion that these electric roads are 
going to solve the problems caused by over- 
Crawding in the cities. An electrician of au- 
thotity says that before the beginning of the 
next centuary it will be found that hundreds 
of millions of dollars will be invested in these 
electric railways. 

r. Pierpont Morgan, Russell Sage, and 
Others of ‘the greater railway financiers are 
xe ported to be of the opinion that this marvel- 
dus development of suburban electric car 
travel may compel the greater railways to 
devote all their energies to obtaining through 
travel for long distances and the transporta- 
tion of freight more economically and profit- 
ably than is now aone.

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opinion respecting the necessity of the use of 
silver as a money metal by this government, 
coupled also with the necessity of maintain- 
ing parity’ of relation between it and gold.

The old gentleman knows something 
about money, how to get it and how to 
keep it, and there were a dozen bankers there 
who knew that he had a balance in their 
banks of more than $1,000,000. That knowl- 
edge makes bankers attentive. He told Mr. 
White that it was perfect nonsense to suppose 
that this country would or could get along on 
an exclusive gold basis. He declared that it 


would bea shame for the greatest silver- pro- 


ducing nation in the world to discredit its own 
metal, Ho insisted that now and in the 
future there would be need of that coin con- 
templated by the Constitution, of which both 
gold and silver were the material, and he said 
that the only thing to be done was for this 
country to stop 8 its metal and to 
go to work and do those things which would 
establish ite relative value with gold, and 
having got that ratio to maintain it. 

There was an under-current of contempt at 
the political economy of the exclusive gold 
stundard men and something of the ring of 
patriotism in the old man’s utterance when 
he declared that the United States, being a sol- 
vent Nation and likely continue so, not 
threatened with great wars in the future and 
with igre to do but to develop its 7 
wealth, ought to be abie to do ngs 
which would compel other natiors to recog- 
nize silver as a money metal to agree 
with the United States upon the relative ratio 
between it and gold. Mr. Sage was splendidly 
applauded when he took his seat sud the ap- 
plause seemed to delight the old gentleman. 


John S. Wise Elected.

He 
had made professional engagement with some 
of those controlling electrical interests which 
would undoubtedly have brought him to New 
York any way. He was one of the first to 
perceive the development also of electricity 
meant the development of a new specialty in 
law and his foresight, while it has not yet 
brought him a great fortune, prom- 
ises to do 80 ultimately.

The “Empire” Sees Danger to Imperial 
Interests in the Nova Scotia Mine Sale. 
Toronto, Ort., Feb. 11.—Referring to the 

acquisition of the Nova Scotia coal mines by 

an Awerican syndicate the Empire, govern- 
ment organ, says: 

The — r legislation of the Nova Scotia 
Government in the matter of the coal monopoly 
is not to be 3 to go unchallenged. As the 
matter now stands the combine has got control 
of nearly the whole of the coal areas of the gov- 
ernment. Great Britain has fortified Halifax 
harbor, spending enormous wealth to make it the 
most strongly fortified roadstead in the world, not 
even excluding Gibraltar. This has been done to 
make imp @ the great coaling station of 
the British fleet. on this side of the Atlantic. 
Take away the coal agen and Halifax 
harbor would hardly be wor*h holding. It would 
1 become a trap instead of a place of refuge 
and supply. Under the present legislation this 
coal supply will be controlled by a syndicate of 
aliens. re possibilit ty of 2 syndicate having it 
made worth their while to fire every one of their 
mines in an emergency that might easily arise 
need not be dilated upon. The entire British 
North Atlantic squadron could, be placed at the 
mercy of these foreign’ capitalists. It was this 
consideration that led a party of conservative 
members of the House to wait upon the Governor- 
General. The peril to imperial interests was 
fully laid before Lord y, who no doubt will 
bring the matter to the attention of the proper 
authorities.

Prince Bismarck Charged with Injuring 
His Own Cause, 

While dark clouds have gatherod over the 
head of France's Grand Old Man, across the 
Rhine the German G. O. M. has been doing 
his best to make his friends and admirers 
regret that when he retired from the Chancel- 
lorship he was not snatched by some benefi- 
ent eagle and carried to the knees of Jove, 
‘says the Review of Reviews. A cartoon in 
-one of the Paris newspapers represents only 
too accurately the effect produced on the 
reputation of one of the few remaining great 
names in Europe by the recent utterances of 
Prince Bismarck. 

If there was one thing more than another 
that turned the whole tide of European feel- 
ing against France at the beginning of the 
last great war it was the announcement that 


BISMARCK AND THE FAMOUS EMS DISPATCH. 
‘the French Envoy, Benedetti, had forced the 
quarrel upon the King of Prussia by springing 


upon him a fresh demand that he should never 


‘recognize a Hohenzollern on the throne of 
Spain, immediately after he had succeeded in 
averting a quarrel by securing the withdrawal 
of the candidate. The Benedetti incident at 
Ems was accepted almost universally as a proof 
that the Emperor Napoleon was bent on forcing 
‘on a war, Prince Bismarck, in an interview 
published in a Leipzig paper, calmly an- 
nounces that this famous insult was practi- 
‘cally his’ own’ invention. His exact wofds 
were: “It is so easy to change completely 
‘the meaning of a speech by omissions and 
suppressions. I myseif once tried this game 
as editor of the famous Ems dispatch, which 
the Social- Democrats have for twenty years 
been herping upon. The King sent me the 
dispatch, with instructions to publish it 
wholly or in part. After I had prepared it 
for publication, by omissions and contrac- 
Moltke, who was with me, exclaimed: 
At first it _ acall toa parley, and now it

The effect uced by this confession can 
be imagin A cry of vindictive delight 
arose from Faris, while the Germans were 
troubled and sore at heart. Count Caprivi, 
however, took an early opportunity of prov- 
ing from his place in the Reichstag, by the 

roduction of the original dispatches, that 
Prinee Bismarck had been maligning himseif 
in order to deal a stab at the reputation of 
Emperor William. It is evident from the 
dispatches which the Emperor sent to Bis- 
marck, and which Bismarck subsequent- 
ly edited and toned up with an eye 
to influencing pu ublic opinion, that 
Emperor had put his foot down and that the 

pular impression at the time was correct. 

ismarck’s excuse is that he believed war was 
th and knowing that the moment was 

ropitious for Germany, he seized the oppor- 

funity of precipitating hostilities. His cue is 
‘to represent Emperor William as hesitating 
and shivering on the brink of a resolution 
while he, the Chancellor, forced the hand o 
his. imperial master. It is a sorry spectacle, 
and almost makes one wish that when great 
statesmen fall from power they should be 
treated as Oriental Princes sometimes deal 
with those who have been trusted with state 
secrete—have their tongues cut out.

CUT DOWN THE STREET CAR FARES 


The total number of persons carried last 
year by the three Chicago street railway com- 


| panies was 236,956,000, or 29,500,000 more than 
| during 1891. These figures include those who 


rode on passes, as well as those who paid fare. 
They do not include policemen and firemen 
and those who escaped the vigilanee of the 
conductors of who paid, but of whose fares no 
return was made. It wili not be out of the 
way to assume that the total amount actually 
paid was about $11,800,000. 

If the fare had been 4 cents instead of 
5 cents the sum paid by those who used the 
cars would have been $2,869,000 less than it 
actually was. The people would have had 
that much more money and the corporations 
would have had that much less with which to 
pay high dividends on watered stock. At the 
same time, however, the gross earnings of the 
companies would not have been affectea ma- 
terially, because the reduction in rates would 
have stimulated travel. It would have added 
about sixty million people to the number car- 
ried and thus have prevented any drop in the 
gross receipts. 

This sum of more than two and a third mill- 
ions was paid out last year by Chicagoans in 
excess of what they ought to have paid. It 
was a tax for which they got no equivalent. It 
was extorted from them by reason of the fact 
that they have allowed certain corporations 
the monopoly use of their streets. 

A bill is being prepared authorizing the city 
toadd to the taxes for this year a little over 
two milliot dollars. It is bemg resisted stren- 
uouslyon the ground that taxes are high 
enough already, and that if the money should 
be raised most of it would be wasted. Yet it 
appears that three quasi-public corporations 
collected last year an unnecessary tax of 
$2,369,000, and will collect a larger one this 
year, without a word of protest from any one. 

While city taxes fall on those who have 
saved something, and who are not entirely de- 
pendent on thgir daily labor for their support, 
the transportation taxes of the street railroad 
companies are levied like a poll tax, and the 
man who has little pays as much as the one 
who has a great deal. This sum of 3. 369.000 
was paid in great part by the workiag people, 
the laboring men, women, and children of the 


community.

Does Not Want German. 


Rabbi Emil G. Hirsch—Fadism in the public 
schools of Chicago is a political outgrowth, is a 
useless expense to the city, and a drawback to the 
advancement and education of our children. 
Some of my friends censure me for the stand 1 
have taken on this-subject, but not being an as- 
pirant for political honors I take the liberty of 
saying just what I think is right. If German 
co be taught in the public schools so that our 
chiiftren would learn to read and speak it, I 
would be thé last one to object to the teaching of 
such avaluable accomplishment. It is for the 
advantage of every one to speak two languages 
fluently, but the English language should 
not he lected in the public schools, as 
it is being by the introduction of German 
and fadism.

Any study that deserves teaching 
should be taught verfectly or not at all, and when 
it is considered none of the pupils in the 
public schools will acquire énough of German 
to 1 on a conversation in that language the 
ut » Ape the study from a practical point of 
view uentiy more than problematical. 
As a.“culture” study German is invaluable, but it is 
extremely doubtful to my mind whether or not 
“sultare” studies are within the sphere of the 
elementary schools. Eminent authorities decree 
that they are not to the extent of introducing a 
second | age. The study of German does not 
belong to the curriculum of the public schools, and 
ifit is to be studied it should be confined 
the last two grades of the gram- 
mar schools and to the high schools. Now 
the children of our public schools are neglecting 
English literature. which should constitute the 
eulture study, as English must command the 
first rank. If Washington Hesing did not speak 
the English language he could not be a candidate 
for Mayor of Chicago. I doubt whether Gov. 
Altgeld, an American born German, can carry on 
a conversation in the German language. In this 
country the language, the official language, is 
none other than English. and historical condi- 
tions have made the speech of old England also 
ourown. English is the means of communica- 
tion between tiie various elements of our poly- 
giot population, and we can’t undo the effect 
of historical circumstances. The case of Switzer- 
© analogue. In that sister republic 
German, mech, and Italian are alike the offi- 
cial languages. And in the elementery schools 
of Switzerland only one language is taught—that 
of the respective canton. Tl.as in our schools En- 
glish must command the first rank and its liter- 
ature constitute the first study. The concfusion 
that forces itself on my miad, as I have said be- 
fore. recommends the exclusion of German from 
the lower grades, and as a culture study it be- 
longs to the domain of the high schools and per- 
habs of the two highest gra of the grammar 
School, As we have it now our schools either 
teach too little or too much German, thus 
reducing the study to the level of a mere 
fad.

Is of No Practical Value, 


Dr. W. Lewis Tallman—German ia not taught 
in public schools in such a manner that it is 
any practical value to the student in after years 
That is the most serious objection te the German 
fad in public schools in my opinion. Two years 
ago I made a trip through Europe and on tne 
steamer going over were half a dozen graduates 
of public schools in this country. I heard nothi 
on the way over but the jargon of Gefman an 
French, and several of these young people offered 
their services as interpreters througt France and 
Germany, I found, however, that I got along 
much better with my English than these gradu- 
ates of the common schools did with their — 
in France and their German in Germany. The 
could neither understand nor unde 
while [ had no trouble in findi plenty of 
English speaking people. ln isconsin it 
was proven that school directors made out their 
reports in German, that many could not speak En- 
glish so as to be underst and instatices are 
known where children have been born in the 
State of Wisconsin. have grown to manhood and 
womanhood, and have not only failed to learn 
reading and writing, but could not speak a single 
word of Engjish. The average schooling of the 
children of the United States is but two years 
and a fraction. Certainly these two years should 
be devoted to a stadyof the language of the 
country in which they are to live. Where one com- 

letes an education in a college or university 

erman is all right as one of the studies, but it 
has no more place in public schools than French 
or Irish. Not so much, im fact. for French is a 
much better language to know if one contem- 
plates traveling, while the Irish in this country 


, Outnumber the Germans, and so, by right of num- 


bers, their language should be given preference. 

Postmaster James A. Sexton—Personally 1 am 
rather partial to German in the public schools. 1 
am half German, any way, in fact more than half, 
for my better half is a German. My children 
have been studying German in the public schools, 
and people who have a knowledge-of German and 
who have talked with my older children say they 
speak the language well. I consider German the 
best lauguage for an American to learn after 
mastering English, and I have no desire to see 
this study thrown out of the higher grades of the 
public scoools, I do believe in English first of 
ali, however. There are other fads which I should 
like to see go. Mud pies aid sloyd are among the 
latter class, and the time put in in learning to sew 
might be employed as profitably in other ways, if 
not more so. Still. even sewing has its advan- 
tages. My little girl, who is oniy 7 yoars old, has 
been remarkably proficient with the needle, All 
these fads may be overdone. 


Common Branches Only Needed. 


Lyman Trumbull—The common schools onght 
to afford a common school education to all chil- 
dreu of the city, and that is as far as they should 
be required to go. I do not believe in teaching 
drawing, or music, or modeling in clay, the high- 
er branches of mathematics, ancient languages or 
modern foreign languages at the public expense. 
Theltaxes taken from the people should be used to 
give their children at least the rudiments of a 
good com non school education. The facilities 
for teaching the language of ecountry to all 
children, it seems, ars limitéi, and under such 
circumstances it would be vain to attempt to 
teach foreign languages or the higher branches 
of other studies. Let the school be devoted 
to what it was originally intended. 

J. V. Clarke, President of Hibernian National 
Bank—I can see no more reason for teaching 
German in our public schools than any other of 
the many languages in the world, What our com- 
mon schools should do is td give a good, sound. 
common school education. either the time of 
the children nor the money of the people should 
be wasted in attempts to teach higher brauches 
and subjects that properly belong to collegiate 
courses. English is the language of the country, 
and that and other rudimentary branohes ought 
to be taught as thoroughly as possible. The chil- 
dren of the majority of our people cannot even 
afford the time to study the common branches of 
an education, and it is robbing them of their 
rights and wasting precious opportunities to at- 
tempt to teach them a foreign language or other 
matters which have no logical reason for their 
introduction into our public schools.

the Hegular Instructors—Fault-Finding, 
Tasulte, and Sneers Said to Be Rife~ 
ven the Principals Almost Ignored—

‘hat the prevailing system of employing |} 


„especial teachers as instructors in the orna- 
mental studzes or fads has a most per- 
nicidus effect on the public schools and the 
teaches in every school principal in 
Chicago will testify. As a matter of fact these 
saine ‘specials’ practice a sort of terrorism 
over the regular teachers. The effect is the 
demoraliszation of many of the teachers for 
several days before aud after the visit of the 
special and the consequent impairment of her 
work in the class. The anticipation of a spe 
cial instruction has been know to send teach- 
ers home ill from nervous prostration and 
render them incapable for several days of re- 
suming therr work. The effect is almost as 
bad on the pupils, whose course of work and 
thought is rudely broken into by the special 
teachers of drawing, music, sloyd, physical cult- 
ure, or some other of the fads. 

The reason for all this is that the special 
teacher considers himself or herself a being 
superior to the ordimary teacher and usually 
uses every possible means to make this opia- 
ion manifest in action. When the special 
teacher comes into a school-room she or he 
immedi 
who fo 
pupil. 

Take a visit from the special teacher of 
drawing as an illustration. The time may or 
may not be the hour at which the regular 
drawing lesson of the day is given. If it is, 
the special finds the children ‘already at the 
work of cutting paper, or matching colors, or 
clay modeling, or piling up little sticks, 
or some other of the manifold devices 
to waste time dignified by the name of 
“art work in the lexicon of the fadists, 
if the visit be not made at the usual hour con- 
fusion at once reigns. If there be fifty chil- 
dren in the room each of these must be sup- 
ome with paper and scissors and paste or 

locks and pencils or sticks and figures, 
These paraphernalia must be carried by a 
corps of boys from the school store-room, 
which is somewhere in the buildmg. By the 
time the elass is ready for actual work the 
thirty minutes to which the drawing exercises 
are supposed to be limited has gone by. But 
the special does not care. The next lesson 
may be grammar or writing or American 
history. No matter what it may be it must 
wait. If there be time for it after the fad 
as had its inning all right. If not it must 
be abandoned. fad has the right of way. 

Finally the work is begun. The poor teach- 
er may have spent hours and hours toiling at 
home after school, hours to prepare herself 
for the drawing work. It is no easy matter to 
plaa& the construction of many alleged artistic 
combinations of colored papers, each arrange- 
ment consisting vf from five to twelve \pieces 
of paper. It is not easy to plan this work, 
and it is more difficult to show fifty children— 
most of whom lack completely the artistic in- 
stinet—how to cut paper into 
shapes. It is safe to

Well, work at last begun, the ial teacher 
goes up and down the rows * 1 
4 mspecting, criticising work of tne 
children If she is the average “special” she 
rumbles. She finda fault. Nothing is up to 
the standard. She sneerr openly at efforts 


with a contemptuous gesture, She looks with 
half pity, half contempt, on the trembling and 
now anaious teacher. But the latter cannot 
help herself. She must submit to the sneers, 
the insolence, the covert abuse of the spe- 
cial.’”’ The special deems it her duty to find 
fault. If she should find anything satisfactory 
it would be a tacit acknowledgment that the 
school could get along without her. That 
would never do, If she did not occasionally 
humiliate the regular teacher, the latter 
might fail to remember and recognize the 
supetiority of the special and the great chasm 
of difference in caste that lay between them. 
Therefore the special grumbles and tersprizes 
the teacher. 

The special teaches the teachers as well as 
the children. She treats the teacher with less 
consideration than she gives the children. 
She calls on the teacher to show how some 

art or other of the work should be done. 

u, in the presence and hearing of the 
children, she ridiéules the teacher’s work. 
She laughs at it and pityingly remarks: 
“ah, that is not at all right, Miss A. 
You haven't got the first notion of that 
work, The way you do it is abominably bad. 
No wonder your room is so backward in 
paper cutting. Here, pay attention while I 
show how to do that properly , and then try to 
remember my directions; do you under- 
stand?“ 

By this time the r teacher is almost or 
actudlly in tears. She is ordered around as 
though she were a delinquent inmate in a re- 
form school. The children see all this. They 
see the teacher upbraided, and their fespect 
fur her authority diminishes, never to be 
again restored. 

telt you the 1 teachers do an incal 
culable amount of harm,“ said the principal 
of one of the largest and best public schools in 
the city. utterly demoralize the regu- 
lar teachers. Teachers look forward with ter- 
rar to the visit of the specials. I have had one 
of my best, most experienced teachers prepare 
her class and room for the specialin drawing, 
and then, after leaving the room on some pre- 
text, run home without her hat or wrap rather 
than endure the humiliation she knew would 
be put upon ber. Another teacher was ill 
three days after a particularly unpleasant aft- 
ernoon with aspecial. I have had teachers 
come to me crying most bitterly over the way 
they had been treated. The fads and the spe- 
cials are too heavy a lead for the teachers. I 
ain experieaced and bam a principal, and I 
am afighter. There I get along with the 
specials. after they get to know me. 

As a matter of fact, however, the princi- 
pal has little or nothing to say about the spe. 
cials when they visit the sehdol. He must fix 
things to suit them. Everything else must 
give way. There are thirty minutes for Ger- 
man and twenty minutes for drawing, and fif- 
teen for singing, and ten for physical culture, 
according te the schedule; but, bless you, the 
time used always by the specials is nearer to 
four times these periods. The spectals—many 
of them—are domineering, insulting, and un- 
kind toward the regular teachers. it is not 
exaggeratmg the facts to say that the 
day a special visits the school is practically 
loat to the children, and we have them here 
eight times a month. I have known teachers 
to work four hours a day after school hours 
for weeks preparing for these outside branches, 
and then to be abused by the ‘special’ teach- 
er because she was not more proficient. 

“The fade are worse than useless. The 
children learu nothing of the various arte, ac- 
com plishments, or language it is proposed to 
teach. No German can understand the Ger- 
man spoken by achild who has studied that 
tengue in the public schools. No child ever 
learned music or drawing here. Those who 
nave become proficient or skill ful have acquired 
such qualities outside the school. The fancy 
needlework you may see as the work of the 
sewing classes was all done at the children’s 
homes. The correct German compositions 
were all written by the children of German 
parents. The well-executed drawings were 
all made by children who received instruction 
at the Art Institute or elsewhere.

At the last election, however, a majori- 

ty of the people voted for and elected the candi- 

dates of a party which proclaimed in its platform 

that the protection of the wages of the American 

workingman was unconstitutional and a robbery. 

It is the belief of Tae Tagen that the great ma- 

jority of the union cigarmakers of Chicago voted 

for che gandidates of that party which says thé 

American workingman shall not be protected. 

Consequently the cigarmakers are painfully in- 

consistent when they insist on protection against 

cheap home labor and yet reject protection 
against much cheaper foreign labor. 

The cigarmakers do not point out what law au- 
therizes the World’s Fair officials to boycott 
cigars which have not a union label on them. Nor 
do they show that cigars with a union label are to 
be excluded from the grounds. They produce no 
evidence to show that those to whom the right to 
sell cigars has been granted will do anything of 
the kind. They certainly will sell union domestic 
cigars if people want them, as they will. the 
¢igarmakers really feared that they were to be 
discriminated against they should have asked the 
committee to require concessionaires to sell both 
kinds of cigars, instead of asking it to exclude 
one kind and put in tne other. For where is the 
law which authorizes the officials of the Fair to 
“ protect ons class of workers or their products 
against another class! 

Tue TRIBUNE sympathizes with the efforts of 
the cigarmakers and all other American working- 
men to get good wages, and has advocated a tar- 
iff policy which has given them wages far higher 
than are paid anywhere else in the world. If 
that policy is abandoned by the United States it 
will be owing to the votes of workingmen. But if 
custém-house officers were to try, without law. to 
collect duties on foreign competing goods so as 
to protect American products, this paper would 
have to say their action was illegal, though it 
might deem their motives good. Therefore it 
asks once more what law authorizes persons who 
are quasi-public officers to endeavor to protect 
union against non-unſiod cigarmakers? If the 
union men want real, effective protection why do 
not they “ask, Congress to order the Commis- 
sioner of Internal Revenue to refuseto grant 
licenses to non-union shops?

an entire division can be cleared of snow in a 
day without discomfort to the men who do the 
work. The plow simply starts from one end 
of the division and keeps going at the rate of 
twelve to twenty miles an hour until it gets to 
the other end, and that is all there is to it. 
When it goes through a drift it opens a roomy 
passage, throws the snow entirely out of the 
way, and “flanges” every foot of road. 
Flanging is cleaning out the snow between and 
below the level of the raiia. 

The essential feature of the ro is the 
wheel. It is built upon a cast-iron hub, upon 
which are mounted ten hollow, cone-sha 
scoups, the front side of each scoop having an 
opening its fulllength. On each side of the 
scoop is hinged acuttmg blade, arranged so 
as to reverse automatically, and is so designed 
that each knife can cut to the full capacity of 
its respective scoop in one revolution of the 
wheel. The wheel is mounted upon a hori-. 
zontal shaft eight and one-half inches in di- 
ameter, which is driven by a pair of engines 
about the size and power of hans upon a lo- 
comotive. 

The drum or casing of the rotary wheel is 
made of heavy steel plate and securely braced 
by heavy steel plates and bars to the frame of 
the car.

SACRED COLLEGE OF CARDINALS. 


How They Are “Creatéa”+What the Red 
Hat Siggifies, 

New York Times: The Cardinals, as the ad- 

visers and assistants of the Sovereign Pontiff, 

are the supreme council or senate of the 


Church, and on the death of the Pope they 


elect his successor, ‘There are three orders of 
Cardmals—Bishops, priests, and Deacons. 


' ‘These orders are distinct from those of the 


hierarchy ; with few exceptions, the Cardinal 
priests are Arehbishops or Bishops, and the 
Cardinal Deacons are generally priesta. The 
Sacred College, when complete, consists of 
seventy members: 
whose didceses are the six Suburban Sees; 
fifty Cardinal priests, whose titles are the 
* Titular Churches, of u they are appoint- 
ed Superiors with jurisdiction and a right to a 
throne, etc., therein, and fourteen Cardinal 
Deacons wno are appointed to the churches 
callod Deaconries. 

The first Cardinal Bishop is Dean, the first 
of the priests is First Priest, and the first) of 
the Deacons is First @ of the Sacred 
College. The Deum has he right of consecrat- 


ing and the First has the right of pro- 
claiming and csowning & new Pope.

The Cardinal Bishops, however, are always 
Bishops, and had their origin from the several 
sees in the vicinify of Rome, and a Bishop is 
only a Cardinal Bishop’’ when ‘he presides 
over one of these Romansees. Parish churches 
or „titles“ were first instituted in Rome by 
Pope Marcellus in the year 304, and the priests 
to whose charge they were permanently given 
were styled ‘* Cardimal..priests.” The fifty 
Cardinal priests now are those who hold the 
corresponding number of titles“ or parishes 
in Rome. It was to receive his title that 
some years ago Cardinal Gibbons went to 
Rome, as it canoniy be obtained from the 
hands of the Pope himself. A Cardinal is 
always created, never made or nominated. 
The procedure of the appointment in the 
case of ecclesiastics residing in Rome is as 
follows: The candidate goes to the Vatican 
and receives from the Pope the red berétta; 
afterward, at a public consistory, the Pope 
places on his head the famous red hat, the in- 
signia of his office, From the inside of the 
hat depend fifteen tassels, arranged on both 
sides of it in a triangle from one to five, ‘The

| Cardinal bears this symbol of bis rank but 


once—when the Pope puts it on his head in the 
consistory at which be is created, It is then 
put away and laid on his bier, and after he is 
buried it is brought from the place where his 
grave has been made until his successor has 
been created. To get the red hat means 
to be created a Cardinal, and a reminder that 
its recipient pledges himself to defend the 
church and its peace ‘with his blood. Urban 
VIII. gave the Cardinals their title of Em- 
inence.“ The Cardinal wears a distinctive 
ring, a sapphire set in gold, and on receiving 
it he 1s expected to give a large sum of money 
in charity. Itis now about $750, but was 
formerly much more. 

In the second consistory the Pope “closes 
the mouth’’ of the candidate; that is, he for- 
bids him for the present to speak at meetings 
of Cardinals; and at a third consistory he 
opens his mouth, that is, he removes the 
former prohibition, giving him, at the same 
time, aging, and assigning him ms “title” or 
parish churchin Rome. If the candidate is 
absent or prevented from visiting Rome at 
that time, the red beretta 1s sent to him, and 
on receiving it he is bound to make oath that 
he will, within a year, visit the tomb of the 
apostles. . 

Cardinals who receive the hat by request of 
the heads of the nations to which they belong 
are called” “Crown Cardinals.“ Cardinal 
Guibert, Archbishop of Paris, was called a 
‘Crown Cardinal,“ although France is à re- 
public, 

A Cardinal ecclesiastically takes precedence 
in rank over a Bishop or an Archbishop, al- 
though, unless of episcopal rank himeelf, he 
cann:.t perform the special functions charac- 
teristic of the episcopacy.

In New York women have ated 
themselves» that’ ‘since “the passage of the 
married women’s perty rights act the 
had a claim on thalt ows earni But f 
seems’ not when the employer is also the 
husband. Last March the Court of Appeals 
in this State rendered a decision which, like 
those already cited, indicates that the wife 
is expected to contribute to her husband’s 
support, It was in the case of Hedwig Blac- 
chinska against the Howard Midsion. It 
seems that Mrs. Blaechinska was injured by 
falling over a coal-hole carelessly left open in 
frontof the premises ogcupied by the mis- 
sion, She sued the corporation: and on the 
trial obtained a verdict and $500 damages. 
which, on appeal, was affirmed by the general 
term of the Supreme Court in this city. 

representatives of the mission took the 
case to the Cuurt of Appeals on the ground 
that in awarding damages an estimate had 
been made of the money earned by the plaint- 
iff by sewing for her husband, who was a tail- 
or. He had paid her regular wages for her 
services ; but the appellant’s lawyers claimed 
that as amarried woman she could not con- 
sider this as separate earni The 
general 8 held the view this 
money was property of the laint- 
iff, and that the Joss of the salary would be 
given in evidence as an elementof damage, 
the same as if she had been working for a 
stranger.’’ The opinion of the Court of Ap- 
peals was averse to this view of the case. 
Judge Irving G. Vann of Syracuse wrote the 
decision, which was concurred in by ali the 
other Judges. He held that while the en. 
ablmg act of 1860 and other legislation gave a 
wife a separate estate and entitled her to 
the control of any money earned out- 
eide „f the home, yet that a husband stil} 
has a right to the services of his wife, not only 
in household work, but in any other manner 
which he may direct and that, therefore, inas- 
much as @ man cannot make a valid contract 
to pay his wife for extraordinary services ren- 
dered in his household, or for working on his 
farm, how can he make a valid contract to 
pay her for helping him to make clothes fm his 
business as a custom tailor? Such services as 
she renders him, whether within or without 
the strict line of her duty, belong to him, and 
if he pays her for them it is a gift.“ 

A fitting supplement and sequence to this 
case is that of a florist named Edward Laufer 
of Queens, L. I., wno was brought into court 
on a charge of attempting to shout his wife. 
The facts were thus reported: ‘ 

Mrs. Laufer said that ever since her mar- 
riage she had been compelied to do drudgery 
and to work in the field with the farm labor. 
ers. She attended to her household Uut ies. 
fed the stock, and cleaned the stables, hat- 
dec my plowed, and looked after things gen- 
erally. N 

She ran away from Queens and took 

refuge with her brother, John Kuheth, in — 
toria, 
Her husband followed her, and on enter- 
ing the house drew a revolver. As he raised 
the weapon to fire at his wife, Kuneth struck 
it down and the bullet entered the floor. 
Laufer fired three shots before he was dis. 
armed, but none of them did-any harm. He 
gave as his reason for shooting at his wife 
that she belonged to him and he could do as 
he pleased with her.“ 

It has been rather the fashion to claim that 
men have done the work of the world and sup- 
ported the women, but in view of all these in- 
stances and this legal testimuny it would seem 
that the intellect and the labor af women 
count for much in men’s achievements, and 
that in all walks of life from the highest to the 
lowest there are to be found plenty of wife- 
made men.

FOR MONTHLY ACCOUNTING OF MONEYS. 


Bill Prepared Providing for. a Reform in 
City and County Offices. 

One of the County Commissioners has had 
a bill preparefl, which he will send to Spring- 
tield next year, providing that the county offi- 
cers shall make a monthly acvounting of fees 
collected by them and pay the same into the 
County Treasury, with any interest that may 
accrue on them while in-their possession. The 
‘bill provides as follows: 


All the fees and emoluments of the Clerk of the 
SuperiorCourt of Cook County, the Clerk of the 
Probate Court of Cook County, the County Clerk, 
the Clerk of the County Court, the Clerk of the 
Circuit Court, the Clerk of the Criminal Court 
the County Treasurer, the Sheriff; Coroner, and 
Recorder of Deeds of Cook County shall from and. 
after the first day of July, 1893, become and be 
treated as the revenue of the County of Coox, 
subjected tothe controlof the Board of Cook 
County Commissioners, us provided by law, and 
all the salaries, clerk hire, stationery, and other 

penses,of said officers shall be charges 

@ revenues of the said z0unty, to be incurred, 
paid for,,and settled in the same manner as ali 
other charges against the revenues or funds of 
the said county. It shall be the duty of said offi- 
cers to edch of them. in a book provided for the 

urpose,, keep a full, true, and minute ac- 
count. 6f all the fees and emoluments 
of his office, designating in corresponding columns 
the amount of fees and emoluments earned, 
and all payments received on account thereof, 
and hes pay over into the County Treasury on 
the first day of August, 1893, and on the first day 
of every month thereafter the amount of fees and 
emoluments actually received by him during the 
month preceding suid date, which amount the 
County Treasurer shall receipt for and place t 
the credit of the general fund, out of which all 

yments ordered by the Board of Cook County 

mmissioners are made, reporting to the Board 
of Cook County Commissioners all amounts thus 
received. 

Provided, that on the first day of July, 1893, 
such ef said officers who have heretofore paid 
their own salaries, clerk hire, or other 
expenses: out of the —— of their re- 
spective offices shall pay over only such balances 
as remain in their hands after the payments of 
such salaries, etc., a statement of which, accom-. 
panied by the proper vouchers, is to made on

It shall further be the duty of said officers -to 
submit to the Board of Cook County Commis 
sioners on the first day of June and the first day 
of December of each year a report, in writing and 
under oath, a full, true, and minute account of

day of the report, stating how such fees and emol- 
uments have been earned or received and also 
showing the payments made on account of such 
receipts to the County Treasurer.

Few of those 
who watch the finished production from the 
front have any conception of the -way the

ing of edges. Here in the semi-darkness of the 
stage, carpeted with a dust-colored tarpaulin 
and surrounded by properties, one comes 
upon the wildest incongruities and encounters 
delicious bits of humor “not down on the 
bills,“ which are forever lost to the decorous 


| company that takes in the perfcrmance from 


the other side of the footlights. 

Here is no orchestra to inspire the singers ; 
only a piano somew the worse for wear, 
which serves to mark the time and the rhythm 
and give the Proper pitch. Its top is piled up 
with wraps, music, odds and ends of ali 
kinds, not to mention the quarter section of 
apple pie that somebody has laid down 
long enough to sing a solo, and in the 
shadowy Vistas of this region the big 
Indian of the cast moves about in a 
tail coat, silk hat, and undressed kid 
gloves, while the medicine man wears an 
“eyeglass in his optic’’ and hobnobs with 
the gray-haired comedian, upon whom in the 
interest of art he is to heap the most dreadful 
indignities, 

Here the wild and gory bandit appears as a 
smooth, good-natured individual who may be 
chatfed at will by the members of the com- 
pany, and sometimes finds it hard to force his 
unwrinkled placid countenance into the 
malicious gri required by the “ busi- 
ness, because, forsooth, the only qualifica- 
tion nature has vouchsafed him for his role of 
villain is a deep bass voice. 

Autocrat of the Stage. 

It is difficult for the uninitiated to realize, 
and it is mug better that they should not 
know, that those demonstrative gestures

tin point of fact they are all inexorably 
ordered 
autocrat from whose edict there is no appval ;

the merit of smherent picturesqueness, The 
Indian is the @nly truly American subject. 
Over every other aspect of life in this country 
lies the trail of a European civilization to 
which it is related, while the Indian by means 
of his strong individuality, his picturesque- 
ness, and the stupendous tragedy he has 
enacted from the discovery of Americato the 
resent tim@ ds out boldly as a subject 
or romantic &ud artistic treatment, appeal- 
ing to all the arts as those only can appeal 
who have not been making art, but history, 
with all the strength, the courage, and sublime 
despair ot a race crushed, exterminated, but 
never wholly conquered. - 

Despite the tendency of the latter-day 
American to treat ‘with levity the idealizations 
of Longfellow and Cooper. and to point with 
derision to what is left of Lo tne poor 
Indian,“ there remain, and always will re- 
main, the fundamental traits of courage and 
stoicism belonging to the aborigine which. are 
peculiarly adapted % romantic treatment; 
and if we are suinetimes moved to animadvert 
upon. the treachery of the red man it is well 
for us to remember that it was the Caucasian 
who first_ formulated the proverb that all is 
fair in love and war.“ 

Wherever the Indian encounters the white 
race he suffers exterinination or dem oraliza 
tion, often both; hence, it is not the Indian 
as he is seen todpy ebout the army posts, 
semi-civilized and clothed, albeit, not in his 
right, mind, who eoulu be chosen as u subject for 
romantic exploitation. He is not the exponent 
of his race. But the Indian of the plains 
of fifty years ago, as yet untouchea by 
the poison.of the white man’s firewater, 
stands out distinctly against the background 
of the tragedy he has furnished as a type in 
which there is au inborn ourage and a tri: 


umphant nobility of character that cannot be 


denied. 
Not a Vehicle of Humor. 


It is this Indian that has been seized upon 
as the subject of the new opera, but there is 
no attempt to present hitu subjectively, He 
is portrayed as he appears to the scout of the 
plains, who knows him only as a courageous 
and vengeful foe, and as it is well understood 
that tne Indian has no sense of humor appre. 
ciable by his,Cavieasian brother the authors 
have wisely fefrained from, any effort 
to employ, him in a humorons. . capacity, 
The »pera is an attempt to blend the tradition. 
al scout of the border, the warlike Indian, and 
and the piéturesque Mexican bandit, always 
the ally of the Indian, into a story embodying 
personal interest, passion, and adventure, the 
wh le illustrated by music that shall give it 
strength and color and lift it. if possible, into 
the regions of pure art. 

It is not comic operain the sense in which 
we have come to understand the term, but 
rather what the French call opera comique, as 
distinguished from opera bouffé, 

The story 1s at once plausible and romantic, 
the comec y being furnished by an old Boston 
scholar and philanthropist, who goes West 
with the intention of civilizing the (odises by 
theory and moral suasion,”’ only to find to 
his cost that the Indians uf the books and the 
Indians of the war trail are not even distantly 
related.
